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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." However, the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, 
and have been considered. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

The form of the claims as currently written is inaccurate, as it appears that 
multiple embodiments are being claimed in one claim. While a claim can be broad 
enough to cover multiple disclosed embodiments, the claim must positively claim a 
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single device. Also, the examiner notes that the term "consisting of if limiting to only 
the structural limitations that follow the term; however, the term "comprising" is an open 
term, which allows depending claims to add further structure. As such, it is 
recommended that claim 1 should amend the preamble of the claim to read simply -A 
multi-knife cutting device comprising:-. See cited patents as a guide to standard 
formats. 

Claim 2 is indefinite as it does not positively claim any structure, but only lists 
what cutting actions can take place. Structure claims must contain definite structure. If 
a blade moves in a straight line, one should state how or why the blade moves in a 
straight line, i.e. in a guide track, along a guide post, et cetera. 

Claim 4 refers to a "fourth embodiment" which hasn't been described in the 
claims, and in fact has no place in the claims. As before, the claimed structure is what 
limits a claim, and no reference can be made to any structure that has not been 
previously and explicitly claimed. 

Claim 5 does not positively claim any structure. Simply stating how a previously 
disclosed structure will act does not further limit the claim without any reference as to 
what makes those actions happen the way they do. For instance, stating that the 
blades do not touch the board would be better claimed if some structure that limits the 
movement of the blades is disclosed. 

Claim 6 does not provide any reference as to what "top" and "bottom" refer to as 
no other structure is provided to oppose the blades. While a slotted platform has been 
claimed, its relation to the assembly of knives has not been claimed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,383,365 to Metzigian. 

Metzigian discloses the invention as claimed including an assembly of six knives 
34 (fig. 5) and a board 1 1 with a thin-walled plastic slotted platform 12. Each knife cuts 
independently, as they do not require the aid of another knife to perform a cutting 
action. The knives can be replaced easily with other knives having different spacing 
(see figures 3 and 5). The knives do not touch the board. The knives use a lever action 
to cut. The assembly 10 can be used equally well either right-side-up with the knives on 
top or turned over with the knives on the bottom.
